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CAPITOL PORTRAITS GET NEW LIGHTING 
FROM THE FRIENDS OF TEXAS LIBRARIES 


The Friends of Texas Libraries, under the leadershipof Mrs. John 
Leddy Jones, have just completed a noteworthy project--the lighting of the 
fourteen portraits of the Presidents and Governors of Texas in the rotunda 
of the State Capitol. 


Article 5438, Texas Revised Statutes, 1925, states, ",...The gal- 
lery of the portraits of the Presidents of the Republic and the Governors of 
this State constitute a part of the State Library..." 





For severalyears, these portraits actually hung inthe State Library. 
When there became quite a number of them, they were hung in the rotunda 
of the Capitol, where they could be seen by all the visitors. Portraits of 
the four Presidents of the Republic of Texas and the first ten Governors of 
the State hang on the ground floor of the Capitol rotunda. These portraits 
were painted by William Henry Huddle, and the faces which look upon the 
Capitol rotunda represent some of the most interesting lives in American 
history. 


For instance, the first portrait is that of Henry Smith, Provisional 
Governor of Texas in 1835, when the war for independence was begun. 
Smith, who was born in Kentucky in 1788, was one of the foremost leaders 
for Texas' independence. While he was the Provisional Governor, Smith 
became involved in general disagreement with the Provisional Council and 
attempted to dissolve it. In retaliation, the Council impeached Smith, 
charging him with official perjury and with slandering and libeling members 
of the General Council. 


The Convention of 1836 ousted both Smithandthe Council, and Smith 
had no place inthe ad interim government organized by the Convention. 
Smith served as Secretary of Treasuryduring Sam Houston's firstterm as 
President of the Republic, and later served in the Texas Congress. In 
~ 1849, Smith left Texas to join the California gold rush. There he died in 
a mining camp near Los Angeles in 1851. 


The forty-first portrait is of Beauford Jester; it is one of Douglas 
Chandor's last completed works. 
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Last year, the State Library began a program of conservation of 
these portraits, which are in its custody. James Roth of the Rockhill Nel- 
son Galleries in Kansas City, Mo., has now relined twelve of the fourteen 
portraits with a durable wax base. Bradford Paint Company of Austin has 
repainted the frames of these pictures, so that they will hang for many 
more years to remind us of the great men whose lives have gone into the 
making of Texas. 


While one of these relined portraits was being hung, an onlooker 
remarked that it was a pity that the lighting for them could not be better. 
The State Library staff council took up the whole problem of lighting, and 
decided that the best possible solution to the problem would be floodlights 
from the ceiling of the Capitol lobby so directed that the features of the 
paintings would be brought out. Members ofthe State Board of Control con- 
sidered the project and gave permission to install the floodlights. 


At this point, Mrs. John Leddy Jones was informed of the improve- 
ment possible in the lighting of the portraits, and was asked whether the 
Friends would be interested in such a project. Mrs. Jones replied quickly 
that the Friends of Texas Libraries would furnish the lights and pay the 
installation costs. 


On June 23, 1953, the new lights were turned on. The change 
brought by the new lighting is that of emphasis, rather than of brilliance. 
Invariably, the attention of persons in the Capitol lobby is drawn to the 
portraits, which at night stand out even more strikingly.

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THE WHITE HOUSE

June 24, 1953 


Dear Mr. Downs: 


Thank you for your letter of June fifteenth. I am glad to know of the annual confer- 
ence of the American Library Association convening this week, and of the spirit of 
conscientious citizenship ruling its deliberations. 


Qur librarians serve the precious liberties of our nation: freedom of inquiry, freedom 
of the spoken and the written word, freedom of exchange of ideas. 


Upon these clear principles, democracy depends for its very life, for they are the 

great sources of knowledge and enlightenment. And knowledge--full, unfettered know- 
ledge of its own heritage, of freedom's enemies, of the whole world of men and ideas-- 
this knowledge is a free people's surest strength. 


The converse is just as surely true. A democracy smugly disdainful of new ideas 
would be a sick democracy. A democracy chronically fearful of new ideas would be 
adying democracy. 


For all these reasons, we must in these times be intelligently alert not only to the 
fanatic cunning of Communist conspiracy--but also to the grave dangers in meeting fan- 
aticism with ignorance. For, in order to fight totalitarians who exploit the ways of 
freedom to serve their own ends, there are some zealots who--with more wrath than 
wisdom--would adopt a strangely unintelligent course. They would try to defend free- 
dom by denying freedom's friends the opportunity of studying Communism in its 
entirety--its plausibilities, its falsities, its weaknesses. 


But we know that freedom cannot be served by the devices of the tyrant. As it is an 
ancient truth that freedom cannot be legislated into existence, so it is no less obvious 
that freedom cannot be censored into existence. And any who act as if freedom's 
defenses are to be found in suppression and suspicion and fear confess a doctrine that 
is alien to America. 


The libraries of America are and must ever remain the homes of free, inquiring 
minds. To them, our citizens--of all ages and races, of all creeds and political 
persuasions--must ever be able to turn with clear confidence that there they can 
freely seek the whole truth, unwarped by fashion and uncompromised by expediency. 
For in such whole and healthy knowledge alone are to be found and understood those 
majestic truths of man's nature and destiny that prove, to each succeeding genera- 
tion, the validity of freedom.

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THE ROSE WINDOW OF SAN JOSE MISSION 


Behind the beautiful carving inthe famous Rose Window of San Jose 
Mission in San Antonio lies a romantic legend about the tragic loves of its 
sculptor, Pedro Huizar. It is this tender story that annually leads thous- 
ands of persons to visit that shrine of Texas history. 


According to the legend, the carver of the Rose Window spent five 
years in fashioning the petal-like designs of the window, and into his work 
he poured his soul as he mourned the death of his sweetheart. 


Huizar was supposed to have migrated from the Canary Islands to 
Mexico, and then journeyed on to Texas with a band of colonists. About 
that time, or in about 1790, he married, but his wife died soon afterward. 


Borne out by authenticated records is the information that Pedro 
Huizar was a surveyor by trade. He was commissioned by the Spanish 
government to survey and distribute the titles to various tracts of mission 
lands in Texas. The Huizar family received, and for more than a century 
held, the title to the granary of San Jose Mission. 


Back to the legend, the story continues. Sometime around 1800, 
Huizar was employed asa sculptor at San Jose Mission. There he met and 
fell in love witha beautiful young girl named Rosa, who sang in the church 
choir. 


Huizar had just started carving an ornamental window for the build- 
ing when Rosa died. In his inconsolable grief, the artist dedicated the 
window to Rosa, and lost himself in the carving of it. 


Although San Jose Mission originated almost a century before the 
period in which the Rose Window was made, the mission's chief fame and 
tourist appeal resulted from the romantic story which grew up about the 
Rose Window.

During that 
period, the library has grown to contain 4,100 volumes and regular subscriptions 
to 18 magazines. Of the county's 1,100 residents, about 800 are library card hold 
ers who check out more than 1,000 books monthly. Mrs. M.J. Edwards is the 
librarian.

Carnegie Library in Palestine will lose its librarian, Miss Georgie McMeans, 
when she retires next January 1. Miss McMeans has been with the library 
since 1919. 


San Antonio Public Library has opened a new reading room, and several other 
rooms are being renovated. Much of the reading material has been rearranged 
toeliminate unnecessary climbing of stairs by the readers. 


San Antonio Public Library rounded out a half century of service on June 15, 

when an all-day open house was held. Anniversary celebrations will be observed 
throughout the remainder of the year. In September, the American Heritage 
program is to be inaugurated at the library. Since the library was opened in 1903 
with 8,000 volumes, it has grown to include ten suburban branches, three book- 
mobiles, and 297,000 books in the combined stacks. During that period, San 
Antonio has grown from a population of 53,000 persons to one of 408, 000. 


Sherman Public Library added 850 members during the year just ended, reports 
Mrs. John Greene, librarian. The Negro Memorial Branch of the library has 
grown correspondingly. As her main project during the next year, Mrs. Greene 
hopes to add a children's reading room and to enlarge the space allotted to the 
high school age group. 


Amarillo Public Library is continuing its expansion program, with plans to 
occupy the former home of the Bivins family. The new location will be a more 
strategic one for the library and will enable it to serve more persons with 
greater convenience. 


Dallas Public Library recently acquired two dozen albums of recorded folk 
Music from foreign nations; included were songs from Ethiopia, India, Haiti, 
Indonesia, Japan, Peru, Hungary, and Cuba. The record collection also con- 
tains music native to the various American and Mexican Indian tribes, as well 
a8 English ballads, Jewish folk songs, cowboy ballads, sea chanties, Negro 
spirituals, and many other forms of music which originated in the Western 
Hemisphere. The library's most recent gift came from the Junior League. 
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E.'wards Public Library at Henrietta has two new board members, Mrs. John 
Bever:ng and Mrs. Bryant Edwards. President of the board is Mrs. Rex M. 
Cates, treasurer is Mrs. Beckham Guthrie, and secretary is Mrs. Randall 
Sadler. 


Several libraries over the state have summer reading programs in progress 
for their younger readers. Some of the programs are centered around themes 
close to the heart of every youngster, such as a journey through space or a 
trip through Indian country. Libraries reporting such projects include the 
Andrews County Library, Nicholson Memorial Library at Garland, Memorial 
Library at Rowlett, Kurth Memorial Library ‘at Lufkin, Carnegie Library at 
Bryan, Wharton Public Library, Irving Public Library, Littlefield Public 
Library, Kemp Public Library, and the Sherman Public Library. 


The British Coronation provided the theme for displays in various Texas 
libraries during June. Among libraries which featured special displays on 
the coronation were the Midland County Public Library at Midland, Rosenberg 
Library at Galveston, and the Austin Public Library. 


Austin Public Library has just gqompleted a busy fiscal year. Three members 
of the library's staff have lived in other countries--Alaska, Japan, and Africa. 
They are kept busy making speeches to various groups within their area. In 
addition, the library has sponsored several programs in conjunction with the 


radio and television classes at the University of Texas; these programs have 
become so popular that the library already has booked several others for the 
next school year. 


Claude Public Library is now headed by Mrs. George Sharp. 


Clarendon City-County Library is steadily growing, reports Mrs. May L. 
Prewitt, Librarian. She states that the memorial collection is expanding 
particularly rapidly. 


Fort Hood Post Library recognizes its readers' unique problems by acquiring 
books on such topics as how to write love letters. Miss Mary Mathis, librar- 
ian, reports many requests from soldiers for information on that subject, and 
her staff always has ready books of poems to offer inspiration to the letter 
writers. 
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Carson County Library has added another service for its readers, It is now 
a member of the Bibliographical Center for Research, Rocky Mountain Region, 
with headquarters in Denver, Colo. The center, which is sponsored by the 
Mountain-Plains Library Association, offers several services such as the loca- 
tion of scarce books or manuscripts and the arranging of interlibrary loans. 


Wharton County Library gave visitors a view of its newly redecorated interior 
when it held open house on July 2. 


McMullen Memorial Library in Huntington was formally opened on June 21 
with the dedication address by Sen. Martin Dies. Citizens of Huntington have 
worked long and hard toward the establishment of their library. The $15,000 
building was a gift of C.S. McMullen of Huntington, who built it in memory of 
the men from that area who gave their lives in World War IL. 


THE CASE OF THE LIVE PIGGY BANK 


From the Texas Libraries files of 1915 comes the story of how one community 
raised money to start its school library. The setting was Midway; however, 
since several Texas communities have been known as Midway, it is uncertain 
which one was the scene of this particular project. 





The plan had its merits, nonetheless... 


"Perhaps the most unique way of raising library funds 
is that employed by the school children of Midway. They 
are raising in a pen near the school house a sure enough 
pig fed on the scraps from the children's lunches. When 
the pig becomes a huge porker, he will be turned into a 
school library." 
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NEWS FROM THE STATE LIBRARY 


PROCESSING DIVISION: Sook buying has slackened, due to the 
approaching end of the fiscal year. That gives us a chance to catch up on 
cataloging the great lot of Texas material, which sometimes must be put 


aside while the cataloging of other ‘tcris, needed more immediately, is 
done. The Texas material consists of official state reports and bulletins, 
as well as old and often rare pamphlets, books and periodicals, all of 


which require very particular cataloging. 


ARCHIVES DIVISION: We had the opportunity, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Victor Friederichs of Austin, to make a photostatic 
copy of a very rare little book in German, The title page is missing 
but the spelling and type of print take it back to the late eighteenth or 
early nineteenth century. It contains charms or prayers for the healing 
of illnesses and the solving of everyday difficulties. One of these, trans- 
lated, reads, ''To be able to win always when gambling, take a red silk 
thread and the heart of a bat, tie it around your arm you use for dealing, 
and you will always win." 


Our work this month was the usual routine--attending to the 
many researchers, answering a heavy volume of mail, improving the 
availability of our files, and the indexing and restoration of documents. 
Among our visitors were graduate students writing the histories of 
Hamilton, Upshur, Val Verde, and San Saba counties. 


RECORDS DIVISION: During the past month, this Division 
acquired more than 4,000 cubic feet of public records, including parts 
of three series not previously in its custody. 


We received 1, 729.6 cubic feet of vouchers from the Comptroller 
of Public Accounts and shelved these vouchers in the depository. They 
were mostly for the year 1948 and, since this Division already had the 
vouchers through 1951-52, space for these had been left so they could be 
shelved in sequence. 


From the Comptroller we also obtained 132 cubic feet of Con- 
federate Pension Applications, 1,221.4 cubic feet of Tax Rolls, and 
893.2 cubic feet of Redemption Certificates. No part of these had been 
held and, since the latter two items have heavy reference use, they were 
shelved in our Capitol quarters, replacing material which had been 
removed to the depository. 
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LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE DIVISION: During June, a steady 
stream of questions involving laws passed by the recent session of the 
Legislature were handled. A list of interim studies and investigations 
that are to be made by various state agencies or special committees 
has been prepared. Following the mailing of the documents shipment 
and the checklist covering the items init, a great deal of time has been 
spent in filling special requests and answering correspondence about 
these Texas publications. 


Checking of an extra set of the daily Congressional Record is 
being made to select items of value to this Division; these items later 
will be clipped and filed. This is slow and tedious work but the Record 
is an excellent reference source, covering a very wide range of sub- 
jects in the Appendix section, and experience has shown the value of 
this selection and filing. It is much simpler to use these clippings than 
to handle the large bound volumes of the Congressional Record. 








LOAN AND GENERAL REFERENCE DIVISION: We are 
pleased to have a new member of our staff, Mrs. John H. Sanford, 
stenographer. Mrs. Sanford formerly was a secretary in the Oil and 
Gas Division of the Attorney General's office and during the session 
of the 53rd Legislature, she was secretary to Senator Andy Rogers of 
Childress. 


EXTENSION DIVISION: This Division had a part in the second 
annual workshop for librarians held on the TSCW campus June 3-20. 
There, librarians with limited training or with none participated ina 
concentrated course in library science, either for two hours of college 
credit or merely for the satisfaction of studying books and libraries. 
Participants came from as far away as Harlingen, Odessa, Henrietta, 
Floresville, and Del Rio. All librarians studied together in the work- 
shop, and special interest groups held separate meetings where they 
discussed their own particular problems. 


Director of the project was Dr. Hazel Pulling of the TSCW 
Library School. She was assisted by Miss Hannah Logasa, a pioneer 
school librarian and member of the Home Study Department of the 
University of Chicago, as well as by Mrs. Lucille Wilson of the State 
Library. Visitors who came to give special talks or demonstrations 
or to lead the discussions included Mrs. Louise Beckelman of the Fort 
Worth Public Library, Miss Ruby Sibley of the Oak Cliff Branch of the 
Dallas Public Library, Mrs. Oakley Morrison of the Fort Worth public 
schools libraries, and several graduate students of the TSCW Library 
School. 
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Using as their theme, "Promotion of Reading, ' workshop par- 
ticipants studied books and persons, and explored methods of under- 
standing better the needs of library users and of fulfilling those needs 
with books. Participants reported on what they had read, and their con- 
clusions were something like this: a librarian, whether ina school, i 
college, or public library, has certain obligations and priviliges; i.e., 
to learn books thoroughly, to learn more about pepple, to make the 
library and its books attractive and easily available, and to guide the 
reader to the right book. Dr. Pulling led discussions on psychology 
and organized panels on rural and urban life with their attendant library 
problems. Visitors brought new ideas on displays and other public 
relations methods. Trips were made to nearby libraries and bookstores. 
On the final day of the workshop, participants compared their ideas on 
what they had gained from the course. 


Librarians always like to hear news of the work going on in other 
libraries over the state. Each month, we scan the statewide news- 
papers for any library news to report in Texas Libraries. We are 
sometimes unable, however, to find news items from more than a 
few jibraries. ; 





Some libraries never have been mentioned in Texas Libraries because 
we never have received any news about them. It is one of the goals of 
the State Library to be able to disseminate interesting information 
about as many libraries over the state as possible, so that librarians 
may exchange ideas and, thus, learn from each other.
